Negro Problem One Requiring 
. Infinite Amount of Pa- 
tience and Care in 
Its Handling. | 


Views of Two Sections of Coun- 
try So Widely Divergent 
as to Be Difficult 

to Reconcile. |

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
With all its iniquities, with all its injustice 
to the black man, the political situation in 
the south is one which should not be rashly 
disturbed. slow” is the best possible 
motto for statesmen both north and south 
when dealing with any of the curious po- 
litical aspects of the race question. By this 
I do not mean that there is not great oppor- 
tunity for improvement, because there is. 
I do mean to say, however, that the northern 
enthusiast or the southern conservative who 
assumes rashly to disturb existing political 
conditions in the south must take the re- 
sponsibility, perhdps, of inflicting vast harm 
upon the entire country. | 

I have become deeply impressed, in study- 
ing the negro question, with the idea that 
the southern man is too close to the negro 
and the northern man too faraway. Some- 
where between these two widely different 
points of view must be found ultimately the 
solution of the negro problem. | 


Many Sides to Problem. 

At the present time that problem !s so 
complex, it has so many curious ramifica- 
tions, it involves so many side issues, it 
concerns such vast interests for the weHMare 
of mankind itself, that it should be ap- 
proached only with great deliberation. 
Southern people are absurdly touchy on 
the negro question, but, on the other hand, 
northern people are prone to apply to the 
south strict rules of abstract justice which 
would never obtain in the north. There is 
no possible doubt of the fact that if in New 
York or Illinois half or two-thirds of the 
people were black men the white contingent 
would rule them none the less, and it would 
probably do it by methods quite as re- 
pugnant to ordinary ethies as anything 
which has been adopted in the southern 
states. 

I do not believe any intelligent, fair- 
minded, and liberal northern man can spend 
even a few_months in an exclusive investi- 


ing convinced, as I have become convinéed, 
im  after.thbe. war Was @: 
blunder. 


Many Fitted for Suffrage. 


Here and there one may find an abundance 


cise the right of suffrage. There are thou- 
sands of them, and they are not at all con- 
fined to the college professors, or the phil- 
anthropists. The negro schools have been, 
and still are, turning out a class of educated 
black men and women who are born in Amer- 
ica, who are acquiring property interests, 
and who have quite enough education to 
enable them to make an intelligent use of 
the ballot. It must be remembered none the 
less that the great mass of the negro popn- 
lation of the south, embracing many millions 
of men and women, is not wholly unfitted to 
exercise the right of suffrage, but if given 
the ballot at this stage in their race history 
would undoubtedly become a menace to the 
welfare of the nation. | 

There is a vast deal of difference between 
Prof. Dubois of Atlanta university and the 
half savage laborer in the rice fields, or in 
the cotton islands on the Atlantic coast, The 
difficulty of the problem lies in the fact that 
for every Booker Washington there are 
about 500,000 debased and debasing negroes. 
Roughly speaking, One-ninth of the popula- 
tion of the United States is made up of 
negroes of various degrees of blackness. In 
the southern states they constitute an actual 
majority of the population in a vast number 
of counties and congressional districts. 


Legal Vote a Balance of Power. 

The negro vote, if cast solidly and counted 
honestly, would élect enough United States 
senators, in all probability, to become a bal- 
ance of power in that body. They would 
elect a large percentage of the members of 
the house of representatives from the south- 
ern states. The result would be that all of 
the property interests of the south would 
practically be disfranchised. Even without 
the evils of carpet bagism, it is easy to fig- 
ure out that within a few years after the 
application of an unqualified manhood 
suffrage for the negroes, they would control 
the southern states politically, socially, and 
morally, and would either destroy the cul- 
tured, wealthy white class, or drive it north- 
ward. 

The existence of such busy commercial? 
and industrial centers as Atlanta and Birm- 
ingham is absolutely dependent upon the 
brains, the energy, and the capital of the 
white man. Withdraw these, and the cotton 
mill, the blast furnace, and even the fields 
of cotton, cane, and corn would have to be 
abandoned. ~The negro as a race in Amer- 
ica is hundreds of years ahead of his brother 
in Africa, and that is much to his credit, but 
that does not alter the fact that he is thous- 
ands of years behind his white neighbor. 


Equal Rights Not Equal Justice. 

It is a simple thing to stand in a northern 
pulpit or sit in a northern office chair and 
speak or write about equal rights, the genius 
of the American constitution, and the beauty 
of a free ballot, but the political situation 
-{n the south is not a matter of theory, but 
of fact. If it happens to come in conflict 
with our American institutions, so much the 
| worse for the institutions. Looked at from 
the standpoint of theory the existing polit- 
ical situation in all of the southern states 
is a cruel outrage and a manifest violation 
of the basic principles of the deciaration of 
independence, but when you lapk at the thing 
in the light of social, commercial, and moral 
conditions it is easy to see, as I have seen, 
that to disturb present conditions ragshly, 
to listen to the voice of ignorant northern 
demagogues, would be disastrous, first to the 
white man, but ultimately and most com- 
pletely to the black man, 

As a result of my travels throughout the 
south I have become more and more im- 
pressed with the fact that the best interests 
of *the negro are not in any way identified 
with politics. Whether he has or has not 
the ballot is a matter which can well be left 
for settlement until his materia], moral, and

During the week before the mothers of 
the colony had been alarmed by repeated 
attempts of the man to lure small children 
from their homes. Five cases of attempted 
kidnaping were reported at the police station 
and on Sunday many Italians offered their 
assistance to the police in the search for 
the man. 

Children Found Just in Time. 

Rosa Gala, 101 Bunker gireet, and Joseph 
and Camille Pasqua had told the police of 
Mouria’s attempts to lead them away from 
their homes. Sunday evening the same man 
had led Orquila and Luey Taylor, 105 Tay- 
lor street, to a Halsted street car and was 
about to board it before they were overtaken. 

At 2 p. m. yesterday the kidnaper entered 
Mrs. Carlo’s store and asked her to get him 
a glass of water. As she entered the living 
rooms in the rear Mouria lifted the baby 
from a crib in the store and ran to the 
street. He was seen by the mother, who ran 
after him. 

The shouts of ‘“ kidnaper ’’ were heard by 
detectives, who followed, ‘firing several 
shots. At Forquer and Canal streets the 
man was overtaken and the child restored 
to its mother. But the cries of the pursuers 
and the shots had aroused the community, 
and the detectives and their prisoner were 
surrounded by a $houting mob. 

“Kill him!’ ‘they cried, as they threw 
themselves on thd prisoner and his guards. 
Shots fired in the air did not awe the mob, 
and the detectives struck about-them-with 
the clubbed weapons. Mouria was placed 
between the thre¢ men, but despite their ef- 
forts he was badly cut and bruised,

The trouble of the Stafford developed a hero 
in Robert Mannier, assistant engineer of the 
vessel, who risked his life to prevent the 
steamer’s boilers from exploding. Mannier 
ran to the stokehold and raked the fires from 
beneath the boilers. As the last coals fell 
at his feet the young fellow fainted from 
exhaustion and would have died from the 
noxious gases from the cinders had not fel- 
low sailors carried him to the fresh air of 
the deck. He suffered severe blisters on the 


face and arms. 
Valves Choke in Midlake. 


The steamer Stafford departed from Chi- 
cago, bound for Grand Heven, at 7:45 o’clock 
Monday night. At midnight it reached the 
middle of the lake and was laboring in the 
heavy seas occasiomed by a high northwest 
wind. Shortly after 12 o'clock word came to 
Capt. Simon Lamoreaux that the safety 
valves of the ship’s boilers would not work 
and that there was, danger of an explosion 
which would rend the ship and send it to 
the bottom. 

Capt. Lamoreaux, ordered the steamer 
stopped and an investigation was started. 
It resulted in a decision by the engineer that 
it would take hours to make necessary re- 
pairs. ‘ 

Meanwhile steam had rapidly accumulated 
in the boilers and the gauges indicated the 
passage of the safety point. Engineer Man- 
nier entered the deserted stoke hole, at the 
same time calling upon two stokers to assist 
him in drawing the fires. The men declared 
it was worth their lives and said the boilers 
were safe enough if let alone. Mannier ac- 
complished his dangerous task alone. 


Panic Narrowly Averted. 


Most of the passengers were asleep in their 
berths, but the stoppage of the steamer’s 
engines, with the increased roll of the boat 
as it lost headway in the sea, drew a number 
from their staterooms. In a short time it 
became known through the boat that the 
ship was disabled. A panic was narrowly 
averted. 

Clad in nightrobes women deserted their 
staterooms to gather in the maincabin. A 
deputation of men passengers was sent to 
the captain to learn the state of affairs. 

‘‘Our boilers are out of order,’ said Capt. 
Lamoreaux. “ We can do nothing. But I 
do not fear any serious trouble. This sea 
is bound to go down in a few hours, when 
we will be sighted an@towed to safety.” 

Outside the vessel the lake was in a tumult, 
White capped waves, driven by the gale, 
boarded the Stafford, which was strippéd to 
enable water to slip easily from the decks. 
At the same time the vessel’s lifeboats were 
prepared for an emergency. 

With no steam it was impossible to sound 
distress signals. A search was made for 
rockets, but the vessel’s supply was found 
to be small, and a test of the few rockets 
discovered proved them of inferior quality. 

In this extremity Capt. Lamoreaux turned 
to the blankets in his vessel's staterooms.

This tronclad organization has been able 
to force every master plumber in the city 
to accept its prices. It has held a club of 
‘cash orders '" over his head if he failed to 
obey its dictates. In fact, it has become so 
powerful that.it can compel him to go out of 


. business if it desires. 


The combination is known as the Central 
Supply association, and has offices in the 
Ashland block. It issues monthly discount 


‘sheets, and thase of its members who loge 


their alloted number are forced to pay a 
$25 fine. It has a “ traveling auditor,” who 
examines the books of its members to see 
that they do not cut under the published 


‘lists, and punishes them if they do. 


Plasterers’ Combine the Best. 


Closer even than thfs combination Is on 


that has been formed by the Chicago Em: © 


ploying Plasterers’ association. Through an 
ironclad agreement—to which the workers’ 
union is a party—this organization has been 
able to prevent open bidding and has prac: 
tically ‘prevented any new firms from enter- 
ing the field. ' 

By the terms of the agreement the mem: 
bers of the union are not allowed to work on. 
jobs outlawed by the association. They aré 
not allowed to seek employment from a con- 
tractor who wishes to finish up a job started 
by another firm, nor are they allowed to do re- 
pair work on new buildings unless their em- 
ployers receive extra pay forit. This combi- 
nation is the closest in the city. 


Plumbers’ Delinquent List. 


In the case of the plumbing supply houses’ 
combine, its most effective weapon is a list 
of the namesof the master plumbers who are 
delinquent in their payments to its mem- 
bers. This is got up monthly and sent broad- 
cast throughout the country. It advises 
every member of-a-supply association that 
these accounts, must be canceled before any 


credit Is gived.to the firm that is under the” 


ban. | 

Chicago uses millions of dollats worth of 
plumbing goods annually, and through this 
association has been compelled to pay higk 
prices for allit consumes. Individual mastel 
plumbers have tried to go elsewhere for theil 
supplies, but have been forced back into line. 
They in turn have made the general contrac 
tors and building owners meet the bills. 

The Central Supply association is consid- 
ered an ideal organization of its kind. It is 
affiliated with a similar body in New York, 
whieh controls the east, and has agencies 
throughout the west. Here in Chicago, how- 
ever, it is more flourishing than in any other 
locality, for it has reached its highest state 
of efficiency. 

Discount Sheet Every Month. 

Every month the association gets out a 
discount sheet. This is placed in a leather 
cover and sent to the ‘various members. 
When they receive it they deposit §25 with 
the secretary of the organization. At the 
end of the month they return the sheet and 
geta newone. If they havelostit they must 
explain how and forfeit the deposit. 

All master plumbers are given the discounts 
specified, and they in turn must settle 
promptly with the firms that supply them 
goods. If they fail, no matter what the rea- 
son may be, they receive notice to the effect - 
that they must clear their account within 
ten days or it will be sent on to the offices of 
the association, which*®then takes up the 
matter, but makes no collections, 


Notice to Pay.a Bill, 


- The first communication the’ delinquent 
master plumber receives is as follows: 

** Your account, amounting to , is now 
so long past due that we must insist on «4 
speedy settlement, and unless the account ig 
paid within ten days it will be placed with the 
Central Supply association for collection. 
We trust that by a prompt remittance you 
will avoid making this course necessary.” 

The second communication is from the 
association, which reads as follows: 

“As you have failed to settle|the claim of 
for the sum of it now becomes my/ 
duty to inform you, on behalf of ‘this associa- 
tion, that unless your account is paid within 
ten days from this date the members of this 
association will be notified of the same. 
Should you have any redson, of any nature 
whatsoever, for not paying the account if 
will be to the interest of any concerned ij 
you present the same to the association in 
writing, as it is not-the purpose or inténtion 
of this association to push or enforce the col- 
lection of any account for which there is any’ 
moral or legal defense. |

Over $500,000 Thus Collected. 


When this notice is neglected the name of 
the delinquent, the amount of his debt, and 
the firm which he owes are published. The 
members of the association refuse credit, and 
the master plumber is forced to meet his ob- 
ligation. By this method the association has 
collected over $500,000 in the three years of 
its existence. | 

While it is thus keeping accounts collected 
it also provides for the maintenance of pri¢es. 
Its traveling auditor examines the credit lists 
of all its members. This has led toa scheme 
of cutting discounts secretly. As each supply 
house sends out a written-credit memor any: 
dum it is forced to enter that on its books. 
The secret discount it gives intash.  * 

“Many of the supply houses are tired of the 
methods of the association,”’ said one of the 
master plumbers yesterday. ** They are get- 
ting 25 per cent more for their goods than 
previously, but the big firni® aré getting the 
business. The little fellows find it hard to 
get trade unless they can cht secretly, and 
as a result they do it at every opportunity. 

“The inerease in prices has forced the 
master plumbers to make higher bids, and of 
course the building contractor or the build- 
ing owner foots the bills. I believe the scheme 
of the association is illegal, but its promoters

‘Rules of Plasterers’ Combine. 

The Chicago Employing Plasterers’ asso- 

sjation has Mmited competition by a close 
agreement with the members of the plaster- 
ers’ union. This is held to be the most per- 
fect combination of its kind in the city, and 
through its ironclad rules has forced even 
the contractors doing subcontract work to 
pay tribute to the association. 
' “The agreement has rules covering the 
way work. shall be done,” said Attroney 
“harles D. Francis, “ and these were not put 
into it to benefit the union, but to make the 
plans of the contractors possible.” 

These rules prohibit the completion of work 
by a firm that does not have the original cén- 
tract. They prohibit the members of the 
union from working for firms that attempt 
to take work started by another firm. They 


* do not even allow a plasterer to patch up the 


holes made by plumbers, steamfitters, or 
carpenters unless extra pay is obtained for 
the work. 
Penalty for Violation. 
The employing plasterers force the ob- 
servance of this law in the following man-

Prices Lifted Arbitrarily. 

- "THe formation of pools is declared by 

Attorney Francis to have lifted prices and 

stopped building. The eontractors, he as- 

serts, have been able to get control of ma- 

terial and have made it excessively costly. 

This has been done in spite of the fact that 
material itself is cheaper today than it has 

been for several years. 

“The stone companies have a combination 
and they lifted the prices. Their action is 
similar to that of other firms. In fact, there 
seems to be an opportunity for unlimited in- 
vestigation in this matter. The public 
ought to know why the price df building has | 
increased 50 per cent, and the moneyed in- 
terests have stopped putting up buildings 
except when forced by necessity. 

“There are Ahree ways of stopping the 
system. One is to get out injunctions against 
these poors; the others are to bring suits 
for damages and to have the members in- 
adi¢ted.”’ 

* Have you evidence sufficient to warrant 
suits for damages?’ he was asked. 

“ We certainly have,” came the reply. 


Workings of Roofers’ Pool. 


Charges have been made by Bernard J. 
Kelly of the Knickerbocker Roofing company 
that shed still more light on the workings of 
‘the roofing pool. 

* There has been a lot of school work done 
in Chicago, and I have been able to get most 
of the board of education contracts,” said 
Kelly. “The members of the association - 
wanted to get at some of it, and one day, 
when the bids for twelve school jobs were 
handed in, I was asked to withdraw mine. I 
told the members of the association that I 
would not do so, as I wanted the work. 

“TI found out that they had pooled on the 
work and that each member of the combina- 
tion was to geta share of it. The bids were 
well arranged, and the scheme would have 
been perfect if my bid had not been lower 
than theirs. 

“The association called in the officials of 
the union and told them that unless they re- 
fused to work for men not belonging to the 
association a general lockout wiruld be 
ralled. The union men took up the plan, but 
fear of the publicity that would follow such 
an action caused it to fall through. It 
marked the beginning of the downfall of the 
pool. and they know it.” 

Railway Clerks Vote on Combining. 

Three railway clerks’ organizations which 
rover ‘the central states age planning to con- 
rolidate.- A vote is now being taken by the 
members of the International Association of 
Railway Clerks on the question, and the 
Order of Railway Clerks of America, with 
headquarters at Kansas City, and the Na- 
tional Railway Clerks’ association of Akron, 
O., will consider the matter soon in con- 
ventions. The first named organization, with 
headquarters in Chicago, is the only one of 
the three along strictly trade union lines and 
jis affiliated with the American federation. 
The Order of Clerks has a membership of 
7,000, the national-association has 4,000, and 
the international has 2,500 members. 


Davidson Plant Tied Up. 


The tie up of the Davidson Marble com- 
pany plant, where sixty marble polishers 


/struck Monday, was made complete yester- 


fay when the rest of the employés except 
the engineers and firemen walked out. The 
engineers and firemen said they would quit 
f an attempt Was made to put non-union 
men in the places of the strikers.

Object to Owners Being Janitors.

Trials of Zion City people for insanity are 
severely criticised in Waukegan, following 
the hearing of Fred Speller, who was found 
sane on Monday, there being practically no 
evidence of insanity. | . 
It is sald by the Waukegan people that 
when the Zion City authorities find any resi- 
dent annoying they charge insanity and try 
to dispose of him in that manner if other 
means fail. In every case of a Zion man or 
woman being tried for sanity, it develops 
that the patient is an ardent believer in 
Dowie and that he would be willing to go to 
an asylum if the doctor thought best. 


Speller’s Smile His Chief Fault. 


In Speller’s case about the only piece of 
evidence produced was that given by John 
Speicher, to the effect that the young man 
constantly grinned when being scolded or 
praised, and that he was seen on the steps 
of Dowie’s residence at midnight, demand- 
ing that he see Dowie, to get the latter to 
pray for him. 

An idea of the loyalty of the man to Dowie 
was shown when he was asked what he 
would do if released. He replied that he 
would keep on going back to Zion until Dowie 
had cured him. True to his declaration, im- 
mediately upon being discharged he hired a 
livery rig and drove to Dowie’s residence. 
The police arrested him just as he was ring- 
ing the door bell, and he is now in Zion jail. 


Man Kept in Jail Without Trial. 

In connection with this case another 
arouses criticism.

HAVE BARBARIC IDEAS. 


Prof. Zueblin Declares They Own Many 
Bathtubs, bat Keep the Streets 
Unclean—Holds That Sanitary Work 
of the Cities Should Be Intrusted to 
Housewives and Not to Men—Starr 
Holds That Cannibalism Is Justifia- 


ble in Some Cases. 


“The American people are not cleanly 
enough. I mean the native born Americans, 
whose ancestors date back to the revolution. 
They multiply bathtubs in their houses, but 
they spit on the sidewalks and throw refuse 
in the alleys. Smoke from their chimneys 
covers the land with grime. Their streets 
are in bad shape. All these things indicate a 
barbaric idea of cleahliness,” 

Such was the pointed criticism of the 
American people offered by Prof. Charles 
Zveblin in a lecture’ ac the University of 
Chicago yesterday on ‘‘ The Training of a 


Citizen."’ 


Women Best to Clean Cities. 


“Clean cities’’ was the keynote of the 
lecture and Prof. Zueblin had few compll- 
ments for the methods employed in this 
country. ‘‘ Municipal housekeeping,” he 
said, ‘‘is not a misnomer. The task of 
cleaning the city and keeping it clean ought 
to be turned over to the housewives, in- 
stead of being mismanaged by ‘ business 
men.’ 

“Take Cincinnati and Pittsburg, for ex- 
ample,’ said the lecturer. They are ex- 
tremely ugly, although each has a fine lo- 
cation. Pittsburg has the most remarkable

Says Cannibalism Is Justifiable. 


Discussing the customs of savage tribes 
and cannibalism among races of Africa, 
Australia, and Greenland, Prof. Frederick 
Starr said yesterday that tannibalism was 
justifiable in certain cases. He explained 
to his startled audience at the university 
that he would not sanction the killing of a 
man for food, but that he did not regard it 
as wrong to eat the man when dead. 

‘The bushmen and pygmies of Africa, the 
Fuegians and Bolo Cudos of South America, 
and the Eskimos of North America,’ said 
the professor, ‘‘ are all cannibals. Some eat 
“human flesh from desire and some from 
necessity. I should say the cannibalism of 
the latter is justifiable.’’

GIVE :UP IDEA OF MAKING FIGHT 
AGAINST LICENSES. 


Union League, Washington Park, and 
Others Pay Fee te City Collector— 
The Athletic Announces That Its Bar 
Is Closed, the Chicago to Call Meet- 
ing of Directors and Take Action— 
Detectives Ordered to Cease Collect- 
ing Evidence. | 


The clubs have capitulated to the city on 
the demand that they take out licenses for 
the sale of liquors. While the form of war- 
rant for the arrest of club officers was be- 
ing considered in the corporation counsel’s 
office yesterday the Union League club swung 
into line, and was followed by the Washing- 
ton Park club, the Bellevue, the Melton, 
and the Chicago Democratic club, while the 
Marquette club promised to pay today. 

The only large downtown club now sell- 
ing liquor without at least a promise to take 
out a license is the Chicagoclub. It is stated 
there that a meeting of the directors will 
be called to consider the matter as soon as 
a quorum can be obtained. 

The surrender of the Union league, which 
had showed the most determined opposi- 
tion to the enforcement of the law as in- 
terpreted by the Supreme court, was taken 
as a signal that all the social organizations 
in the city-would yield. Chief O'Neill called 
off his detectives, who had secured evidence 
against eleven clubs. 4 

Rumors of Raids by Police. 

The rumor that eage O’ Neill was prepar- 
ing to raid the clubs had some influence in 
precipitating the run on the city collector's 
office. During the morning the Union League 
club’s special committee on the license con- 


_troversy held a meeting and canvassed the 


situation by telephone with the chief. Asa 
result Secretary Jones promised to accept 
the ultimatum, and within half an hour F. R. 
Ritchey, superintendent of the club, ap- 
peared at Collector Lahiff’s office and se- 
cured a license. The University club had 
paid its fees. the night before for the period 
which will end on Jan, 1. : 

Ten minutes after the Union League club 
settled the news spread that Acting Mayor 
McGann had also capitulated, for John Kel- 
ley, steward of the Chicago Democratic club, 
of which the controller is president, appeared 
and bought a license to dispense liquors at 
122 La Salle street. Then J. W. Kelsey pre- 
sented himself at the license wicket and set- 
tled the obligation of the Washington Park 
club. This organization being in prohibition 
territory, Mr. Kelsey was required to furnish 
evidence that the necessary frontage con- 
sents had been secured... This was easy for 
Mr. Kelsey, as the Washington Park club 
owns nearly all the property by which it is 
surrounded. . 

The Bellevue club, 157 Clark street, took 
out a license in the name of President H. C. 
Brayton, and the Melton club, 308 State 
street. did likewise in the person of Manager 
H. C. Hueston. M. Hennings appeared to re- 
quest the chief of police and the collector not 
to raid the Swedish Men’s Business club at 
171 Washington street, as the bar had been 
abandoned. The club members, of whom 
there are but thirty, decided to buy their 
drinks:elsewhere. . |

Longshoremen Have Desper- 
ate Fight with Sailors on 
Steam Barge Kalkaska. 


LOCK MATE IN THE HOLD. 


Remain, with Captain a Prisoner 
for Five Hours, Until 
They Are Paid. 


Defying the police and crying loudly for 
their pay, thirty longshoremen remained in 
possession of: the steam barge Kalkaska for 
five hours yesterday, forcing the captain into 
his cabin and driving mate and crew into the 
vessel's hold. 

At last, with hundreds watching on 
wharves and bridges, a truce was effected, 
and Capt. Gunderson, under protection of the 
police, was taken before United States Com- 
missioner Henderson. The commissioner in- 
structed Capt. Gunderson to yield to the de- 

“mand of the dock workers. Gunderson paid 
the men, and the ship steamed out of South 
Chicago’ for Duluth. 

The Kalkaska reached South Chicago from 

. Ashland, Wis., with lumber. It was docked 
near the Ninety-second street bridge and 
thirty lumber unloaders were called to take . 
its cargo off. The longshoremen worked 
day and night upon the vessel, completing 
their work at noon yesterday. 


Offers to Pay in Chicago. 

“You fellows will have to get your pay in 
Chicago,” said Capt. Gunderson. “It’s at 
the office of James A. Calbick, 12 Sherman 
street.”’ 

"No, we won't,” declared the leader of the 
unloading gang. “‘ We did the work here, and 
here’s where we get the money.” 

Capt. Gunderson expostulated. The men 
were firm. Then the captain ordered the 
longshoremen to leave and ‘commanded the 
Kalkaska’s crew to cast !ts lines off, pre- 
paratory to sailing.

intellectual condition has been vastly im- 
proved. 

What the negro needs today is education of 
head and hand, an education whose sole ob- 
ject is to hélp him earn his daily bread and to 
dispose of the fruits of his labor in an intelli- 
gent manner. Give the ballot today to the 
tens of thousands of ignorant negroes in the 
cane fields of Louisiana and they would be 
much worse off in a year’stime. The ballot 
would not procure them another day’s work, 
not would it better their social condition, be- 
cause they could not apply the right of suf- 
frage intelligently. That is to say, the negro 
as a whole, no matter how he may be mis- 
treated and imposed upon by the white peo- 
ple, cannot better his condition by going into 
the voting booth, because he cannot apply 
the remedy of the ballot in such a way as to 
create a change for the better. | 

I have listened to some terrible stories of 
the reconstruction period. I have talked to 
some successful northern men now living in 
the south, who have themselves told me that 
no one can comprehend the horrors of that 
period except those who lived through it. 
Most of the evils of the carpetbag era grew 
out of the dense ignorance of the negroes 
themselves. I have seen orders of court to 
which was attached a cross witnessing the 
signature of a negro circuit judge, who could 


the longshoremen started trouble. OQutnum- 
bering the crew two to one the battle was a 
short one and ended in the seamen being 
routed. Most of the sailors gave in easily, 
sunning to the rail and jumping ashore to 
safety. 

Mate Makes Hard Fight. 

The Kalkaska’s mate, intent on obg¢dience 
to the captain's orders, gave the longshore- 
men a hard fight. Rallytng three or four of 
the crew around him he attempted to re- 
lease the steamer. Before he succeeded the 
entire gang of longshoremen, carrying loose 
pieces of scantling and bits of refuse lum- 
ber, ran to the attack. The sailors dropped 
their work and sought safety. . The Mate, 
after being struck several times by the at- 
tacking lumber shovers, also reached shel- 
ter in the hold. Watches were posted at the 
hatchways and the mate was held prisoner 
until the vessel was ready to sail. 

The commotion on the deck of the big 
ship attracted the attention of people pass- 
ing on the bridge nearby and a riot call was 
sent to the South Chicago police. station. 
Sergeant Smith, with a dozen policemen, 
went to the scene in a patrol wagon. 

Viewing the arrival of the police from the 
Bheiter of his cabin, Capt. Gtinderson took 
hope. Sergeant Smith, however, found him- 
self unable to restore peace. 


Police Barred from Ship. 

. “Your authority ends at the dock line,’’ said 
the iongshoremen. ‘ You've no business here 
‘with your men and we won't leave this ship 
until we are paid. Your orders don't go.” 

Smith withdrew, convinced that the Kal]- 
kaska, having taken clearance papers, was 
technically on the high seas. 

* For two hours after the police left the ves- 
sel the longshoremen had everything their 
own way. The saijors, at first thoroughly 
frightened, gradually overcame their fears. 
Proclaiming themselves in sympathy with 
the longshoremen, they one by one returned 
to the Kalkaska. Firemen and engineers 
Were permitted to attend the’ ship’s ma- 
chinery, but the invaders stood firm in de- 
claring the boat should not leave until they 
had been paid. 

With a large force of police guarding 
against trouble ashore, an effort was made 
finally to bring aboutasettlement. Sergeant 
Smith returned with an order from the com- 
missioner for Capt. Gunderson’s appearance 
at his,court: A leader of the longshoremen 
‘accompanied the police sergeant and the 
captain. 

_ Commissioner Henderson held that the 
workers were entitled to their pay on board 
ship as soon as their work was completed. 
He directed that the men be paid or that the 
vessel be detained until some other settle- 
ment had been made. Capt. Gunderson de- 
cided to pay. Wach.“ lumber shover’”’ re- 
ceived $3.50 for his work and left the Kal- 
Kaska. The steamer then sought its con- 
sorts, the schooners Oak Leaf and Fryer, 
and started for Lake Superior. 


CHICAGO YOUTH AND GIRL 
DROWNED IN GENEVA LAKE. 


Boat in Which They Were CrossingWs 
Found Bottom Up on the Beach— 
High Wind Blamed for the Accident. 

Williams Bay, Wis.. Aug. 11.—[Special. ]— 
Lawrence Doty of Chicago and Miss Jessie 
Brown of Janesville were.drowned in Ge- 
neva lake yesterday. The couple left Will- 
fams Bay at 2 o'clock in the afternoon ina 
light rowboat intending to row to Rockford 
camp. They were not seen again, and this 
moraing their boat was found bottom upward 
on the beach at the south shore. 

The wind was blowing a gale from the 
northwest wheh they put out, although in 
the bay the water was comparatively calm, 
and it is thought the young people did not 
notice the force of the wind until they passed 
Camp Collie Point. 

Doty Was am expert swimmer, but Miss 
Brown could not swim, and there undoubt- 
edly was a long battle with the waves before 
the two finally succumbed. 

The young man was the son of Mrs. Flora 
Doty, widow, living in Pine street in Austin, 
and was foreman in an establishment manu- 
facturing electrical supplies. He was 25 
years old. 

Miss Brown was the daughter of Tracy 
Brown of Janesville.

bodies will begin tomorrow.

NEW BOARD TO EXPEND IT. 


Determined Fight to Be Lnstituted for 
Commissioners Pledged to Use the 
$152,000 Appropriation on the Ditch 
and Not to Make Places for Political 
Favorites—The Ottawa Republican- 
Times Urges a Change in Interest 
of the State. } 


Commissioners Snively, Newton, and 
Sackett of the INinois and Michigan tadpole 
hole may not live long enough politically to 
Givide that $152,000 appropriation among the 
various administration favorites and the 
breakfast food mules for whom it was in- 
tended. Since the decision of Judge Creigh- 
ten dissolving the temporary injunction se- 
cured by Representative Richard Burke 
against the expenditure of the appropriation 
there has been a strong demand down the 
state for the appointment of a new board 
pledged to expend the money in improving 
the canal. 

THE TRIBUND’S exposure of the manner in 
which the canal is¢made to subserve the 
purposes of soft snap hunters and political 
henchmen has stirred up the better element 
of,.the communities along the ditch, and 
now a determined fight will be instituted 
to oust:from office the commissioners. 


Threatened in Governor’s Camp. 


Snively and his two partners are threat- 
ened even in the governor’s camp. Yates 
has come to the realization that one of the 
greatest reflections cast on his administra- 
tion is the behavior of his canal appointees. 
Representations have been made to the gov- 
ernor that Yates’ delegates will not be plenti- 
ful in certain districts where Snively and 
his commissioners are unpopular and wise 
politicians declare it would not be a matter 
of surprise to see the political heads of the 
present commission fall. 

The cry for the removal of the commis- 
sioners who had the nerve to ask for $190,000 
on behalf of twenty rotten canal boats and 
as many crumbling locks is reaching Chicago 
from points all along the ditch. 


Ottawa Paper’s Suggestion. 

The Republican-Times of Ottawa quotes 
from THE TRIBUNE'S editorial on Judge 
Creighton’s decision and adds: 

“It will be observed that THE TRIBUNE'S 
editorial admits the power of the state to 
maintain the canal, but claims that the com- 
missioners will use the appropriation in other 
than legitimate ways—that is, for political 
and individual purposes rather than for the 
repair and maintenance of the waterway. . 

“This claim is based.on the expenditures 
made during the last two years, and it must 
be admitted that some of the expenditures 
of the commissioners cannot be justified from 
a strictly business standpoint. -Exorbitant 
attorney fees were allowed and bills audited 
which should never have been seriously con- 
sidered as reasonable. 

“For this reason, and also because the 
commissioners have not been satisfactory to 
the friends of the canal, a new board should 
be appointed by the governor. The fact that 
they have as individuals been criticised and 
condemned by members of the legislature 
who voted for the appropriation and by the 
public press is sufficient reason for their re- 
tirement. 

** New men should be chosen by the govern- 
or to expend the appropriation so as to avoid 
further statements of the character hereto- 
fore made. The interests of the state are 
paramount, and the commissioners should 
be willing, now that they have wona victory 
in the preliminary contest with their op- 
ponents, to make way for men who have 
not been under fire and who will have no rec- 
ords to be assailed during the campaign of 
next year.”

RIVER PURIFIED BY CANAL, 


WITNESSES AT PEORIA HEARD IN 
SANITARY DISTRICT CASE. 


Distilleries and Other Plants Along the . 
Illinois Are Blamed for Pollution of 
the Water Which Now Is Good When 
It Reaches That Section—Formerly 
Slimy Stream Found Clear—Testi- 
mony for the United States Supreme 
Court Is Favorable to Chicago. 


Peoria, Iil., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—That the 
opening of the Chicago drainage canal has 
purified the water of the Illinois river was in- 
sisted upon today by a number of witnesses 
in the hearing of the case of the state of Mis- 
souri against the state of Illinois and the 
Chicago sanitary district. 

On the other hand, the evidence was that 
the contamination below this point is due to 
local causes, the distilleries, glucose works, 
and other plants being responsible for the 
microbes and bacilli, nitrates, etc., which St. 
Louisans allege infest their drinking water. 

The hearing is being held before Commis- 
sioner F. 8. Bright, and the evidence taken 
here will be used when the case comes up be- 
fore the United States Supreme court in the 
fall or winter. 


Disposal of Sewage Explained. 

City Engineer Beasley of Peoria told the 
commission concerning Peoria’s water sup- 
ply and the disposition of the sewage. Forty 
per cent of Peoria, he said, was covered with 
the public sewage system. 

Peter Casey, manager of Corning’s dis- 
tillery, told of the condition of the river 
before and after the opening of the Chicago 
drainage district, and his testimony in the 
maith was favorable to Chicago, Mr. Casey 
was formerly manager here for the whisky 
trust and he told of the operation of four 
houses, the feeding of 20,000 head of cattle, 
and the use of 30,000 bushels of grain dail 
in 1896. He spoke of the distribution of the 
refuse from the cattle sheds to the river. 

* Before the openihg of-the canal the con- 
dition of the river at this point, especially 
during low water, was bad,’’ said Mr. Casey. 
“ The condition of the river above the barns 
was better than the river below the barns." 


River Water Formerly Bad. 

All of the distilleries in his charge used 
river water for the making of steam, and 
the plant, farthest down the river seemed 
the most handicapped by the slime in the 
river. He said: 

“Now we experience no trouble at all. 
The water from the canal has cleared the 
river, and the corning plant is farther down 
the river than any of the four I men 
tioned.”’ | 

Dr. L. A. McFadden, acting health com- 
missioner, who served four and six years 
ago, testified that the health of the city was 
uniformally good, and this year the death 
rate is lower than preceding years. 

Mayor Woodruff, who has been in the city 
council eight years, and who has been en- 
gaged in the ice business on Peoria lake 
for thirty, years, testified along the sam 
lines. |

It will be many a year before the southern 
negro can be educated up to a point where 
he can be trusted to discriminate between 
right and wrong, between good men and bad 
men, so far as the suffrage is concerned. 
Just at the present time the great mass of 
the negro race is densely ignorant, but they 
have their race prejudice, just as much as 
the white man has, and when they have 
the ballot their votes will go to the negro 
candidate, and never to the white man. 
The minute the negro is given the ballot, 
whether he acts collectively or not, he be- 


1 comes an object of interest to the practical 


white politician, and no one who pretends 
to understand the great mass of the black 
people themselves can escape thé convic- 
tion that even if they were restricted to a 
ballot for white candidates their votem 
would surely be given to the hight®st bidder, 

I do not believe the negro in the south 
will be fitted to exercise the right of suffrage 
until the percentage of illiteracy. Is enor- 
mously decreased, and this will take not 
decades but generations. 


White Man Goes to Extremes. 


While it is true that the southern negro, as 
a whole, is not fitted to exercise the right of 
suffrage, it is equally true that the south- 
ern white men have endeavored to eliminate 
him by means of methods which sre so un- 
equal in their operation, so manifestly un- 
fair. that they cause resentment among the 
negroes, and induce the black man to be- 
lieve that the laws made by white men are 
no better than those the colored people them- 
selves would enact. Most southern public 
men freely admit this fact, but they point 
out that they are endeavoring to correct, by, 
means of local statutes, the original monu- 
mental blunder which was committed when 
the negro, fresh from the debasing influences 
of slavery, was given the ballot. 

The weakness of the political situation in 
the south is the fact that the white leauers 
have been afraid to take hold of the prob- 
lem honestly. That is to say, they have 
either been afraid or unable to enact laws 
which would apply equally to white and 
black men. The safety of the south un- 
doubtedly lies in a system of suffrage based 
upon the possession of property, or upon 
an educational qualification, or upon both. 
Nevertheless, one southern legislature after 
another has passed laws which seem to dis- 
criminate between the white and black men, 
and which, although they may be pronounced 
constitutional, are repugnant to the ordi- 
nary Anglo-Saxon sense of justice. 


Georgia Law Not Georgia Practice. 


-In Georgia there are no limitations 6n the 
suffrage either for black or for white men 
so far as the statute books are concerned, 
but as a matter of fact the colored people 
don’t vote in Georgia, and they know it would 
not be healthy for them to do so. Among 
the other states various devices have been 
resorted to which it would take a law book 
to describe, but they are all based upon 
the unfair and unequal principle of writing 
a law which on its face is applicable to all 
men, but which, in fact, allows the white 
‘man to vote without regard to his disquali- 
fications. but prevents the black man voting, 
no matter how fitted he may be to exercise 
the right of,suffrage. | 

The “ grandfather”’’ clause in many of 
the states was merely a temporary ex- 
pedient. It consisted in permitting any man 
to vote who could show that his father or 
grandfather exercised the right of suffrage 
prior to or about the time of the civil war. 
Such a legal device would be absurd in the 
north, where the communities rapidly 
change, but there are few or no immigrants 
in the southern states, families remain about 
the same, and thousands of ignorant white 
men who could neither read nor write had 
no difficulty in tracing their ancestors to 
recognized citizens of the commonwealth 
who had exercised the right of suffrage 
fifty years ago. a 

Lets In Ignorant White Man, 

This of course enabled the ignorant white 
men to vote, while it disfranchised prac- 
tically all of the colored men, as there were 
only a few free negroes prior to the war 
who had any rights of citizenship, and the 
difficulty of tracing their posterity is some- 
thing well understood by southern students 


of the race question. 
I gm inclined to think the “ grandfather ”’ 


tance, would undoubtedly be declared un- 
constitutional if properly attacked in the 
courts, but even if this were done it, would 
only disfranchise a lot of ignorant white 
men, and would not heip the negro. 

The favorite device throughout the south 
now is to pass a law requiring that the 
applicant for suffrage shall not only be able 
to read and write, but shall also show that 
he “‘ understands.” This puts a tremendous 
power in the hands of the election officers. 
They can readily be satisfied that the white 
man understands a specified section from 
the constitution, but they can never be 
brought to admit that the would-be black 
voter comprehends what he reads or writes. 

In one town in Virginia the negro ap- 
“plicants for the privilege of voting were 
required to write out and define such ex- 
pressions from the constitution as “ writ 
of supersedeas,”’ “ ex post facto,” and “ bill 
of attainder.’’ I venture to say that few 
white men, except lawyers, even in the edu- 
eated north, could give, off hand, a satis- 
factory definition of those three terms. 


How “Understanding” Clause Works. 

The “ understanding "’ clause has been the 
salvation of southern statesmen. On its 
face it is perfectly fair to require that an 
intending voter shall not only be required 
to read and write, but that he shall also 
show his mental capacity by demonstrating 
he understands, and is therefore capable of 
applying the ballot ina proper manner. This

| MIDNIGHT TRIP TO crTy, 
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course, every one knows that all the election 
clerks are white men, and they see to it that 
no negro men are allowed 'to vote where there 
is the ‘slightest danger of their controlling 
the loca] political situation. 

I saw hanging on a library wall in Booker 
Washington's beautiful home in Tuskegee 
his life certificate, which shows that he has 
passed the necessary examination and can 
always be permitted to vote, so far as edu- 
cational qualifications are concerned, in the 
state of Alabama. On _ the other hand, I 
talked to an intelligent young colored man in 
Virginia, who could read and write, who 
was an accomplished bookkeeper, stenog- 
rapher, typwriter, and journalist, and he 
had been refused the right of suffrage be- 
cause he could not offhand give a satisfac- 
tory definition ofa ‘‘ writ of supersedeas.”’ 
I saw at the same time one of the election 
judges who refused this young ‘man the 
right of suffrage. He was an ignorant, fat, 
half drunken saloonkeeper, who was mani- 
festly without the slightest particle of edu- 
cation or social standing, and who was in- 
finitely the inferior, physically, mentally, 
and morally, of the colored man he turned 
away from the election booth. 

Reduced to its last analysis, all of these 

laws are futile to prevent the negro exer- 
cising the right of suffrage. He is becom- 
ing educated, is acquiring property, and 
annot be barred from the ballot by opera- 
ion of law. The white men, after all, con- 
trol the situation entirely outside of the 
law. They are the employers of labor, and 
commercially, as well as industrially, are 
masters of the situation: ‘The “ grand- 
father” clause, the | “ understanding ”’ 
clause, and similar devices of the politicians 
could readily be upset in the court. The 
white men are able, however, to insist that 
they will employ no negroes who go near 
the ballot box, that no black voters shall 
be accepted as tenants, and that colored 
politicians shall not be sold the actual neces- 
sities of life. 
» In this way the white men have been 
enabled to destroy the colored vote in the 
south absolutely, and, if I am any judge, 
they will maintain the dominance of the 
Anglo-Saxon over the) negro and will 
continue to do so until the black 
man is so far raised in the social scale that 
he can be trusted, and that he shall cease to 
be a positive menace to the welfare of the 
community. 


SEPARATION OF THE RACES 
HELD THE ONLY SOLUTION. 


John Temple Graves of Georgia Dis- 
cusses the Negro Problem Before 


Conference at Chautauqua, N. Y. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., Aug. 11.—[{Special.]— 
Absolute separation of the white and black 
races in this country is the only solution of 
the race problem that riow is the foremost 
question before the people of the United 
States according to Johh Temple Graves of 
Georgia in his address on ‘*‘ The Mob Spirit 
in the South,” delivered here today at the 
conference called to discuss the growth of 
the lynching spirit in this country. 

The theory of Mr. Graves is that the one 
great crime which instigated lynching must 
be prevented. He says that it. could be 
reached by just and prompt legal action or 
made impossible of committal no new laws 
would be needed, for the mob spirit would 
die of its own accord. | 

Admitting that lynching of negroes had 
its origin in the south, Mr. Graves insists 
that as mob law has become general in the 
nation and has broken down all sectional 
barriers it now’ is a question to be discussed 
dispassionately by all the people of the 
United States. Mr. Graves says: ‘ 

“The crime which bégot lynching was a 
crime against southern womanhood—a crime 
blacker than arson and deadlier than assas- 
sination—a crime beside which murder is a 
misdemeanor and death a holiday—a crime 
that killed thrice and each a death without 
a resurrection—a crime that blasted mem- 
ory while it murdered reputation—a crime 
unspeakable and unthinkable this side the 
gates of hell. 

** Count it at its worst, concede its lawless- 
ness, confess its demoralization, deplore its 
outrage upon the law, but you, sir—you, who 
condemn lynching most—put yourself in the 
place of the victim or the victim’s kin—stand 
in the ashes,and desolation of an anguish 
for which there is no balm in time and no 
healing in religion—iook upon the form, 
maimed, battered, and forever dishonored, 
of the thing you hold dearest and purest on 
earth—and then, with your hand upon the 
heart of an honest man, answer the challenge 
of the mob and say, Where would you stand 
in that day?’ 

Admitting that lynching is lawless, Mr. 
Graves insists it is the one bulwark between 
the honor of the woman of the south and a 
carnival of crime that would bring on the 
annihilation of the negro race. 

The hastening of trials or the repeal of the 
laws placing the negro on an equality with 
the white man were discussed by Mr. Graves, 
but declared inadequate as solutions of the 
problem. He says: 

“There is no peace, no purity, no tran- 
quil development, no durable agricultural 
prosperity, and no moral growth for the 
white race outside of separation.”’

USES GASH OF ALDERIAN. 


EMPLOYE OF JOHN SULLIVAN AD:

The prisoner was deeply affected and tears 
streamed down his cheeks. ‘‘I am sorry [ 
did this, but I suppose I will have to suffer 
for it now,” he said, as he bowed his head in 
his hands. 3 

When Lieut. Schlau asked him if he wanted 
to have his wife notified of his arrest Bowen 


again burst into tears. | 
In speaking of the arrest Ald. Sullivan said: 


“Bowen has been employed by me for} 


nearly twenty years, and until a few weeks 
ago 1 trusted him with all my business. My 
loss will reach about $5,000, and it may be 
more.”’ 

Ald. Sullivan said he first discovered that 
something was wrong with Bowen's accounts 
a week ago, when/a friend of his informed 


him he had cashed_.a check for Bowen which 


he said had been fndorsed by the alderman. 
Upon learning of this the alderman began to 


‘make a quiet investigation. 


Expects to Find More Evidence. 


Lieut. Schlau said that Bowen would be 
taken before Justice Mayer and a continu-.- 
ance asked, as he wanted to make a further 
investigation. | 

‘* I believe that within a week I will-be able 
to discover .more evidence against ‘Bowen, 
because from what he says he has done I ex- 
pect to recover many more checks,’ said 
Lieut. Schlau. ‘** Ald. Sullivan has informed 
me that under no circumstances will he be 
lenient with Bowen, although he is sorry 
for the man’s wife and four children.” 

Bowen, according to the police, has been 
paying attention to a young woman, spend- 


ing large sums of money on her. When seen 


in his cell Bowen refused to talk beyond ad- 
having made a.statement to Lieut. 
chlau. 


FIGHT ON ASTREET CAR

A fight starting on a street car in Morgan 
Park broke up a church service in the village 
commons, interrupted a funeral party,caused 
the use of a revolver and ended in the impris- 
onment of the chief offenders.

State’s Attorney Not Involved. ; 

In the afternoon Cantwell and Lange con- 
sulted with the state’s attorney regarding the 
board's action in having discharged Lange 
Mr. Deneen and his assistants told them ii 
“if all their statements as to the incifese 
were correct’’ the board had committeiag 
illegal act. 

Afterwards the warrants were secured, the 
specific charge against Mohr and the others 
being ‘“‘ conspiracy to- defeat the ends of 
justice.”’ 

State's Attorney Deneen said last night 
that Cantwell and Lange had acted, in secur 
ing the arrests, ‘‘ upon their own motionand 74 
not on advice from the state’s attorneys 
office.” The state’s attorney, he said, had 
taken no part in the controversy between the 
warring factions. 


How the Arrests Were Made. 
Justice Malhiot was arrested late in the™ 
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afternoon at hig home in-Harlem by Con) 
stable Nelson, who made the raids on the 
Washington park bookmakers under the 
direction of Attorney Cantwell. Constable 
Nelson, with Attorney Cantwell, E. E. Fare 
ley, who is said to have instigated all of themma 
raids which have been made on the race. “am 
tracks in Cook county, Chief Lange, and @ 
Thomas Magrane, were searching the village 
for President Mohr and Yonkers all evening, 
and shortly after the arrest of Justice Mal- “@

“This act is,an outrage,’’ President Mohr 
said, “‘and is due entirely to spite work. 
They have nothing to support their charges, 
for there has been no conspiracy or under- 
standing between the village board and the 
Harlem Jockey club.” 

**I suppose my arrest is due to the fact 
that I refused to have anything further to 
do with a movement that seems based on 
spite work alone,” said Justice Malrhiot. 
**I know of nothing in my recent acts that 
can be said to be part of a conspiracy.” 

The conspiracy of which the arrested men 
are accused consists of the deposing of Lange 
because he insisted on serving warrants on 
the officials of the Harlem racetrack and on 
the bookmakers who were operating at the 
track. Both Lange and Cantwell assert 
that money was paid to the village officials 
by the racetrack people to secure the dis- : 
missal of Lange on a charge of drunkenness 
more than two years old, and they claim te 
be able to substantiate the charges.

Way Clear to Giving Up 
Portfolio to Another. 


CHANGE IS LONG PLANNED 


Retiring Cabinet Official Will 
Serve on the Alaskan Bound- 
ary Commission. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 11.—[Special.}—It 
is officially announced that Elihu Root will 
resign as secretary of war, the resignation 
to take effect abcut the first of next Janu- 
ery, and that he will be succeeded, unless 
present plans miscarry, by Judge William 
H. Taft, now governor of the Philippines. 

For a long time Secretary Root has de- 
gired, for pressing private reasons, to retire 
from the cabinet. When Mr. Roosevelt be- 
came president Secretary Root indicated his 
wish to leave the cabinet within a year, but 
his friendship for the president and his in- 


terest in pending questions before the war 


department caused him to remain for a long- 
er period than he had intended. 


Time for Quitting Not Yet Set. 
Even now he ‘has not indicated to the presi- 
dent just when he may leave the cabinet, but 
e and the president have discussed the sub- 
et many times and have a mutual under- 
standing regarding it. 


It is not expected that the secretary will |' 


_comget his resignation to the president be- 
re he leaves for England to take up the 
work of the Alaskan boundary committee. 
He has not presented his resignation yet. and 
fas not informed the president when he wil! 
present it. 

It can be said that the president expects 
that the country will have the benefit of 
Secretary Root’s services yet for severa] 
months, certainly. until the beginning of 
the next year. 


Victory for Mrs. Root, 


It has been a struggle. between Mrs. Root 
and the president, and Mrs. Root has won. 
She has been desirous fora year and a half 
that her husband should return to the prac- 
tice of law, as he made a considerable sacri- 
fice when he succeeded Secretary Alger in 
1899, for he practically abandoned his jaw 

actice. Mrs. Root never was fond sof 

ashington society, and she felt that her 
husband should follow his profession for a 
few years before retiring. 

That Gov. Taft will be Mr. Root’s suc- 
cessor as secretary. of war there can be little 
or no doubt. He is familiar with many of 
the problems which the secretary of war will 
have to meet and solve; he is a warm, per- 
gonal friend of the president, who has an 
abiding confidence in his ability and patrt- 
ctism, and it is understood that he would 
elcome the change involved. 

Of course, his appointment a& secretary of 
war jyvould necessitate the appointment of 
@ new president of the Philippine commis- 
gion. In all probability Gen. Luke Wright 
would succeed to the presidency of the com- 
mission, his work as a member of that body 
having been eminently satisfactory to the 
administration. Some other vhanges also 
would be involved in tht appointment of Gov. 
Taft as secretary of war, but nothing definite 
roncerning them can be said at this time.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.J— 
Secretary Root has practically decided to 
recommend in his annual report the re- 
establishment of the army canteen. This 
will be gratifying news to soldiers and their 
friends. There has been considerable dis- 
satisfaction in the ranks because of the 
abolition of the canteen Practically every 
| officer in the army and all the officials of 


the war department have concluded after a 
practical test that a mistake was made in 
abolishing the canteen, as the army has 
been injured by so doing. Asa result a munt- 
ber of vile saloons have sprung into ex- 
istence in the vicinity of army posts, and 
drunkenness has increased in the army. The 
number of de@#rtions also have increased. 

There 
confidential report from officers of the 
army which show ‘the bad results of closing 
the canteen. 

Gen. Miles is the most noted officer who 
is against the reéstablishment, but the facts 
presented by officers in the field have out- 
weighed his recommendations. 


Secretary Cortelyou of the department of 
commerce and labor today formulated the 
rules and regtlations which will centrol the 
patrol fleet, the excursion steamers, and 
other vessels carrying spectators during the 
yacht races for the America cup. Copies 
were forwarded to the regatta committee 
of the New York Yacht club, which will 
publish them. Copies also were sent to the 
treasury department for the guidance of 
officers in the revenue cutters which Secre- 
tary Shaw will detail for a patrol fleet. 

The sailing rules for the patrol fleet and 
excursion #teamers, which were approved 
today, are substantially the same as those 
in force during the races of 1901, and were 
proposed by the regatta committee of the 
New York Yacht club. They direct atten- 
tion more specifically than hitherto to the 
penalties whith may be imposed for violation 
of the rules. 

Secretary Cortelyou makes it understood 
that suspension or revocation of license will 
be the punishment for any captain or pilot 
of an excursion steamer who breaks the 


rules.

HARD COAL ROADS 
READY 10 MERGE 


Lease of Reading Points to 
. End of Bitter War on 
the Gould Lines. 


TERMS OF THE COMBINE, 


Morgan's Plans for the Consoli- 
dation of Anthracite Owners 
and Carriers. 


PhiJadelphia, Pa., Aug. 11.—[Special.}—It 
is reported here tonight that the Reading 
railway has been leased to the Deldware and 
Hudson and the Lackawanna, ae 

This means the end of the Gould-Cassatt 
war and the entrance of the Gould railroads 
into New York and Philadelphia without 
further warfare with the Pennsylvania. 

It also means the long expected merger of 
the four anthracite carrying roads, the 
Reading, the Delaware .and Hudson, the 
Lackawanna, and the New Jersey Central, 
as planned by J. Pierpont Morgan. 


Will Guarantee 4 Per Cent. 

It is stated on the authority of Moore and 
Schley of New York that by the agreement 
the Delaware and Hudson and the Lacka- 
wanna have guaranteed a dividend of 4 per 
cent on Reading common stock. This ar-- 
rangement, if carried out, will complete an 
effectual community of interest among the 
anthracite producers and carriers. If the 
two powerful hard coal roads named have 
asquired the Reading the arrangement would 
carry with it the New Jersey Central, which 
is already owned by the Reading. Thus four 
of the greatest of anthracite producers and 
carriers would be combined. 

Ever since J. Pierpont Morgan reorganized 
the Reading it has been assumed, and almost 
promised, that the coalers were to be brought 
closer together, and it was largely due to 
this idea that so many Philadelphians have , 
pinned their faith to Reading. 


Ready for the Merger. 

The report that the Reading will be leased 
indicates that Morgan may be about to con- 
clude this project. One other reason fer the 
Gelay has probably been a desire to estab- 
lish the Reading’s earning capacity to the 
satisfaction of the. lessors. The earnings 
now are eminently satisfactory. The Read- 
ing is paying a full dividend of 4 per cent on 
the first preferred stock, ts able to pay 4 per 
cent on second preferred, and is earning a 
handsome amount for the common stock. 

After the dividend Is paid for two consec- 
utive years on the first preferred the second 
preferred may be wiped out entirely by con- 
verting one-half of it into first preferred 
stock and one-half into common. This is 
probably why the report relates only to a 
guarantee of dividends on common 8tock, as 
it will likely be the policy of the manage- 
mént to retire the second preferred in the 
manner named and thus leave only two 
classes of stock to be cared for by the lessors. 


End of War on Gould. 


It is well known that the Pennsylvania 
railroad, through the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and the New York Central, through the Lake 
Shore, owns large amounts of Reading first 
and second preferred stocks, and it is said 
that they have been adding to their interest 
by accumulating a line of common. Hence 
it would be impossible for the lease of the 
Reading to the big coal railroads to be made 
unless it met with the approval of both the 
Pennsylvania and New York Central 
agements. 

Both William Rockefeller and John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. are directors of the Lacka- 
wanna, and these men are allies of George 
Gould. The lease of the Reading, therefore, 


Pennsylvayia and Gould factions. Certainly 
it wéll be the first open step whereby Gould's 
friends acquire an interest in the Reading, 
and the results which may follow haye great 
possibilities if it develops that the hatchet 
has been buried, and that the Pennsylvania 
is to permit Gould to get into Philadelphia 
and New York over the Reading. 


CASHIER GONE: ALSO $75,000. 


Safe Is Opened After Two Days’ Effort 
and Only $558 in Money Is 
Found Within. 


New Holland, O., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—John 
K. Brown, cashier of the Union bank of 
this city, has been missing since Saturday 
and when the bank safe was opened by an 
expert tonight only $558 in cash was found 
to offset the deposits of $200,000. Securities 
are expected to cut the deficit down to $75,- 
000. All yesterday and today no business 
was transacted at the bank, as Brown was 
the only one knowing the combination of the 
. safe. Brown had started for Cincinnati, but 
he did not-reach that city. 

Brown stood high in society and business 
circles.

| THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

Some years ago a Cook County Superior 
court judge held that an individual who 
could prove that he was damaged by the 
smoke from a particular chirfuey could en- 
join its owner and thus put a stop to the 
nuisance. The case was appealed ‘to the 
Stpreme court, which in its wisdom—or 
unwisdom—overruled the decision. The 
court held- that the injured party had his 
remedy. at common law, the remedy being 
to bring suit to recover damages against 
“the person responsible for the smoke nui- 
sance. 

The conclusion of the Supreme court was 
ay unfortunate one from the point of view 
of sufferers from violations of the smoke 
nuisance, because it depies them redress. 
They can sue the persons who have in- 
jured them, and in the course of years may Ff 
recover damages which will go towards 
paying their lawyers’ bills, but while they 
are following the offenders from eourt to 
court there will be no relief from the in- 
tolerable nuisance. 

There is a concern near the river on the 
north side which is a constant and flagrant 
violator of the smoke ordinance. The 
black clouds poured from its tall chimneys 
make life a burden to the inhabitants of 
what would otherwise be a most desirable 
residence quarter of the city. Tenants are 
driven away and landlords injured. The 
city authorities have been appealed to to 
put a stop to a palpable nuisance. They 
have promised a little and they have done 
nothing except to “ remonstrate.” It is the 
case often that a smoke inspector thinks he 
has done his whole duty when he has “ re- 
monstrated.” An offender who has infiu- 
ence—who can cail:an alderman his friend 
—is not disturbed by “ remonstrances.” 

If the Supreme court had held that a 
man who was damaging the property of oth- 
ers by the emission of smoke could be en- 
joined from doing so there would be no 
excuse for the existence of a smoke depart- 
meut which does pothing. Aldermanic in- 
fluence would count for mothing. The own- 
ers of the concern whose smoke stacks are 
such a nuisance would be enjoined at once 
and if they violated the injuncfion would 
have to explain matters to an irate judge. 

. As matters stand the injured parties are 
remediless. The constitution says “ every 
person ought to find a certain remedy inthe 
laws for all injuries and wrongs which he 
may receive.” The nosth siders who are 
deluged with soot and smoke would like 
to know what their “certain remedy ” is. 
There appears to be none except to pack up 
and get out. 


THE DANGERS OF ELECTRICITY. 

The dreadful loss of life in the accident 
on the underground railway in Paris re- 
calls the remark of George Westinghouse 
that the use of electricity for transporta- 
tion purposes, whether on elevated or un- 
derground roads, was a risky matter, call- 
ing for the adoption of extreme precautions. 
The truth of his remark has beeh abund- 
antly verified. There have been casualties 
on surface electric roads, especially in New 
York City. From the burning out of fuses 
or from some other cause, cars have sud- 
deniy taken fine and the passengers have 
had to get out in a hurry or be burned up. 

There was loss of life in a fire on an 
English elevated road last year, but there 
has been nothing to approach the horror 
of that disaster in Paris, where about, a 
hundred men, women, and children, caught 
like rats in a trap, were consumed by flame 
or stified by smoke. They were in a sub- 
terranean dark passage. While some of 
the trainmen knew the way and were able 
to get out, the passengers were less fortu- 
nate. | 

It is quite possible that some of the rail- 
way employés biundered or lost their heads 
and that if they had been cooler and more? 
resourceful there would have been less loss 
of life, but the prime cause of the disaster 
was not their carelessness, but some acci- 
dent to the electrical machinery. That 
started a sudden fire whieh would have 
thrown the passengers into a panicif they 
had been in surface cars, and which must 
have driven them out of their senses when 
they’ were confined in the bowels of the 
earth. 

The employment of electricity for under- 
ground travel was hailed with delight. It 
gaye promise of relief from heat, smoke, 
and stifiing gases. But electricity has its 
special perils, and the question is now, how 
are they to be guarded against? Thatis the 
problem for the electrical engineers. The 
people of New York City who have been 
looking forward to the opening to traffic of 
the subway, where electricity is to be used, 


taken in handling a subtle, potent force like 
electricity. There will be a searching in- 
quiry in Paris, which certainly will result 
in the adoption of measures to make travel 
on electric roads safer than it now is. 


| “TO BE OR NOT TO BE” A/ CANDIDATE. 


It is surmised that it has been suggested 
to Gov. Yates by leaders of “the organ- 
ization” to “put ambition ffom him ”— 
not to attempt to secure a renomination 
next year. Advice of this kind, when given, 
is never received with thanks and usually 
is disregarded. Few are the men in office 
who can be persuaded that they cannot get 
a renomination to which they generally be- 
lieve their merits entitle them. They do 
not agree that “the post of honor is a pri- 
yate station.” 

If, as is possible, Gov. Yates has been 
told by influential “ organization” men 
that they do not think much of his chances, 
there are reasons which would have influ- 
ence with some men in his position why he 
should withdraw from the contest. By giv- 
ing up his aspirations he will get surcease 
of toil and trouble. He will be able to 
take his ease in the executive mansion for 
a year and a quarter. He will not have 
‘to plot and scheme to get delegates. He 
can look on with amused anconcern while 
eager candidates are struggling in the 102 
counties of the state. It will not be neces- 
sary for him to traverse the state, show 
himself to the people, and make explana- 
tions and promises. There will be nothing 
to interfere with his strict attention to ex- 
ecutive business. 

That will be an enviable position. The 
governor, with his mind free from care 
as to the future, will be enabled to give 
state affairs that close attention which they 
have not had in the past. He will be able to 
make appointments without regard to par- 
tisan considerations or his own political 
prospects. He will not be constrained to re- 
move appointees for any other reason than 
“the good of the service.’”’ .He will have 
the time to visit state institutions and find 
out for himself how they are managed, 
discovering and remedying abuses. 

Goy. Yates may not take this view of the 
case» He may prefer the laborious life of 
the candidate for renomination to the se- 
rene, useful life of one who has learned 
the oom ah of renunciation. The gov- 
ernor is a free agent. It is for him to de- 
cide whether he will make a fight to stay 
in the executive mansion or resign himself 
to moving out a year from next January. 


SCIENCE AND CANCER. 

Modern medical science, tilting at dis- 
eases, seems to have found no joints in the 
armor of the disease called cancer. 

During the early sixties, says J. Holl- 
Schooling in the August Fortnightly, for 
every 10,000 persons living in England and 
Wales 3.68 died of cancer. In the year 


number dying of cancer was 8.29. During 
the intervening years the rise in the cancer 
death rate was steady, gradual, implacable. 

Thus it happened that while during the 
period under consideration the total death 
rate of England and Wales dropped 19 per 
cent, the cancer death rate rose 125 per 
cent. 

Mr. Schooling, remarking that “the 
opinion has been stated by physicians that 
cancer may be caused in part by too much 
meat eating,”’ goes on to show that “ there 
has been a large increase in the per capita’ 
consumption of meat since the year 1880,” 
He disclaims all intention, however, of 
presenting arguments. He is presenting 
only statistics. Arguments he leaves to the 
doctors. 

These arguments the public would like 
to have. Cancer is one of the most stub- 
born diseases, not only of England but of 
America. Consult the ‘“ Chronological 
Summary of Chicago Mortality, 1851- 
1902.” You will find that the number of 
cancer deaths per 10,000 of population has 
increased amazingly during the last fifty 
years. Take as specimen years the years 
1851, °61, ’81, and 1901. The 
caacer death rate in those years was .30, 
oS, 2.04, 4.02, 4.70, and 5.71. This does 
not look as if the medical millennium were 
at hand. 

So much for the actual facts with regard 
to deaths. Now turn to the academic study 
of the causes of the disease. This is what 
the latest synopsis of such study says: 
“During the last two years the study of 
the causes of cancer has been wholly nega- 
tive in its results.” 

Consider, also, Dr. Henry Morris’ speech 
before the British Medical association. 
“Rodent ulcer has its most successful 
treatment in the Finsen light and the X 
rays, but with few exceptions the attempts 
to cure cancer by means other than early 
and free operations have hitherto been al- 
most invariably futile.” 

So there we are. We are dying more 
numerousiy of cancer every year. We 
ean't find out exactly what cancer may be. 
And the only really valid cure that we have 
for the really valid cancer is the old cure of 
cutting. 

Conclusion: Science’s victorious plume 
droops a little bit now and then, 


WHAT ARE THE INDUCEMENTS? 

It is alleged that certain roofing contrac- 
tors in Chicago formed a pool; that when 
there was a job to bid on the men in the 
pool drew lots to decide who should get it; 
and that the winner made a bid for the 
‘work high enough to permit of a dividend 
to the other members of the pool, besides 
setting aside 5 per cent for a genera! fund. 
It is alleged also that the pool made an 
agreement with the roofers’ union that its 
members were not to work for contractors 
who did not belong to the combination, and 
that the union men working for a partic- 
ular contractor were ordered by their of- 
‘ficers to quit work, so as to force their em- 
ployer into the pool. 

it is sajd that this combination was a 
failure. It did not include enough of the 
men jn the business, and when the general 
contractors learned of its existence they 
gave ali their work to men who did not be- 
long to it, and in that way broke it up. The 
matter is of interest only gs. showing the 
readiness of some labor uniong.to enter into 
entangling alliances with com- 
bines, and to allow themselves to be used by 
the combined employers to whip into line 
the outside employers. 

One would like to know what are the in- 
ducements held out to a labor union to join 
hands with an employers’ combine. One 
would like to know, also, whether alliances 
of the kind mentioned are made by the of- 
ficers of the union or by vote of its niem- 
bers, and if made by the officers, whether 
the pool agreed to do anything for them 
individually. — 

The-subject is an interesting one, calling 
for a more thorough examination than it 
has yet received. That there should be

The wise automobilist will go 
slow, because the horses of this generation 
have not been accustomed to autos and 
allowance must be made for their ignorance. 
He will go slow because of the liability to 
accident. If extreme care is not exercised 
a bitter feeling will be created in the rural 
districts which will find expression before 
long in unfriendly legislation. If the Wis- 
consin farmers were to ask the general as- 
sembly for a law requiring automobiles to 
move at a snail’s pace it would be enacted 
and the ¢ountry people would enforce it. 
Then there wonld be no more pleasant 
touring trips in horseless vehicles to the 
delightful Wisconsin lakes. 

Probably most automobilists are reason- 

bly careful, but there are many who are 
reckless aud who may embitter the farmers 
agaiust the entire fraternity, The innocent, 
as often happens, will suffer for the sins of 
the guilty. It is essential that the auto- 
mobilists should keep on the good side of 
the farmers, who have no liking for their 
new fangled vehicles. 

The law enacted at the last session of 
the Illinois legislature limits the speéd of 
automobiles on country roads to fifteen 
miles an hour. The law provides that when 
it appears a horse is about to beconie 
frightened by the approach of an auto it 
is the duty of the person in charge to come 
to a full stop until the horse shall have 
passed. The penalty for a violation of 
either provision is a fine not exceeding $290 
or imprisonment in the county jail—an un- 
comfortable place to stay—for not more 
than three months, These are facts worth

MPEROR Francis Joseph through his 
embassy in’ London’ will, it is under- 
stood, take legal steps in England to 
prevent the divorced Counteas Rus- 
sell’s present husband, 
coachman Brown, from continuing to bear 
the name of Archibald Stuart de Modena, 
under which he married her last winter. 

As I mentioned the other day in these ar- 
ticles, Brown in a letter addressed to the 
London newspapers at the close of his trial 
cnnounced that in deference to the wishes of 
his wife, to whom he had become reconciled, 
he would continue to bear and be known by 
the name under which he had married. | 

Now this announcement migh® be ‘treated 
with contempt and ignored were it not for 
the fact that if in England a man bears 
during a period of ten years a‘name without 
any ohe asking legal opposition thereto or 
resorting to law to enjoin him from its use, he 
becomes ipso facto authorized by law: to 
retain that name. 

So if no objections are raised by the Ameri- 
can court or government through the embas- 
s} in London to footman Brown's assumption 
of the name of Archibald Stuart de Modena 
he will at the close of a decade become law- 
fully entitled to bear not only in England 
but also as a British citizen abroad a name 
that belongs to the imperial house of Haps- 
burg, to a branch thereof, in fact, which be- 
came extinct in the male line in 1875, but 
which still survives on the distaff side in the 
person of Princess Louise of Bavaria, daugh- 
‘ter of the late Archduke Ferdinand of Aus- | 
tria-Modena, and younger brother of the 
last reigning duke of Modena.” ‘ 

The ex-coachman assumed the name which 
he now uses in order to confirm the story 
that he was an illegitimate son of the Aus- 
trian emperor, and thus indirectly a member 
of the house of Hapsburg. The fact that he 
was shown in court to be the offspring of Eng- 
lish domestic servants who had never been 
out of the united kingdom does not appear to 
distress him or his wife unduly, and if ten 
years hence nothing has been done to pre- 
vent them styling 
Modena they can gasily acquire by purchase 
from the republic of San Marino the title 
of duke or prince and call themselves duke 


and duchess, or prince and princess, of 


Lest this presumption should seem too far 
fetched and extravagant, I would mention 
that some years ago the ‘‘ Herolde Amt,”’ or 
imperial department of heraldry at Berlin, in 
deference to the personal direction of the 
kaiser, instituted proceedings against a man 
of some means for using the nobiliary par- 
* von’! without lawful authority, 
that is to say without being a noble. It was 
even claimed that he had no right to the 
name which he bore, as his birth was illegiti-

of the fact that his clignt had spent a num- 
ber of years in England, and found on in- 
vestigation that he had used there without 
any opposition or objection not only his fa- 
ther’s name but likewise the nobiliary pre- 
“von” for a period of more than ten 
True, he was not a British subject, 
but he had during that decade his legal 
domicile in England, and this was enough to 
establish, according to English 
ht to not merely his father’s 
name but likewise to the particle of * von." 

This proprietary right acquired in England, 
he retained on his return to Germany, and on 
this being shown the Berlin courts had no 
alternative but to dismiss the suit against 
him, and to leave him in wndisturbed posses- 
sion not merely of his name but likewise of 
the nobliliary prefix which he had assumed. 

Perhaps this will serve to explain why the 
court of Austria should be according atten- 
to such small fry as the divorced 
Countess Russell and her coachman husband, 
and should be about to invoke the inter- 
vention of the English tribunals to prevent 
them from making use of a name which be- 
longs to the imperial house of Hapsburg.

In paying this compliment to Archbishop 
Walsh King Edward took the ground that 
whereas Dr. Alexander has only been Angli- 
can archbishop of Armagh and Protestant 
primate of Ireland since 18096, Waish 
has been archbishop of Dublin for close upon 
twenty years. 

It was the first time that a Roman Cath- 
olic archbishop of Dublin, or, for the matter 
of that, a Roman Catholic dignitary of any 
kind or description; had ever crossed the 
threshold of Dublin castle, 
many hundred years “ popery "’ ranked as a 
treason to the crown, 

Indeed, to. this day Roman Catholics are 
barred by statute from filling the office of 
one of the lord justices who are intrusted

We find foods divided into three general 
divisions—proteid, that is muscle making 
food; fats, heat givers; and carbohydrates, 
fat making. Proteids are nitrogenous, 
while the others are non-nitrogenous, prin- 
cipally carbon. 

From what has gone before it will be seen 
readily that when a man leads a sedentary 
life, has no muscular work, and little ex- 
ercise, that it is easy to give him an over- 
supply of muscle making food, proteids, 
which floats in the blood unused and either 
forms poisons leading to rheumatism and 
kindred troubles, or many other forms of 
such excess. So too much fat, or carbo- 
hydrate, leads to other evidences of an over- 
supply. 

These properties of foods are called 
chemical qualities, and we have still to con- 
sider physical characteristics, that is, the 


hydrate, butter fat, or nearly so. | 

The general divisions are: For tissue 
formers, meats, ‘fish, poultry, and some 
vegetables; fats are in cream, butter, oils, 
and largely in meats; carbohydrates are 
starches, sugars, grains, vegetables. Any- 
one interested in studying this matter should 
send to the superintendent of documents, 
Washington; D. C., for bulletin 28, United 
States depfrtmen of agriculture, on the 
chemical c@mposition of American food ma- 
terials, by W. O. Atwater.

4n improvements, and a horizontal adjust- 


ment of valuations on land is the program 
faid out by the board of review for that por- 
tion of the west town north of Twelfth 
street. The adjustment of land values by 
sections will result, in the greater number 


of instances, in a reduction from the valua- 
The 


tions made by the board of assessors. 
probable results of the board's course were 
foretold yesterday by its action on nearly 
200 pieces of west side property. 

The board took action on improvements 
only, leaving the land values to be de- 
termined later on a broader basis. The work 
of the board amounts practically to a new 
assessment. Its valuations are based on the 
reports of three experts, who investigated 
complaints, and in many instances reported 
estimates on improvements 20 per centjower 


than those made by the assessors. 


“This board was intended by law as an 
inexpensive court where taxpayers might 
secure an adjustment of their taxes without 
having to hire an attorney,’ said one of the 
reviewers. ‘‘ Instead we are compelled to 
resolve ourselves into an assessing body.” 


Revise Figures of Experts. 

While the estimates of their own experts 
were made the basis of revaluation, the re- 
viwers did not confine themselves to these 
figures and frequently made valuations un- 
der the eXperts’ estimates. This was true 
in many pieces of residence property, where 
the owner presented facts as to the rent in- 
come and of the insurance carried. One in- 
Stance in point was the property of Anna 
Sollitt at 679 West Jackson boulevard, near 
Marshfield avenue. The assessors had fixed 
the value of the building at $10,400 and the 
reviewers’ experts confirmed the figure. On 
the showing of the complainant that the 
building had been vacant for some time, and 
that the insurance carried was only $8,000, 
the reviewers fixed the assessment at the 
latter amount. 

One of the heaviest cuts in point of ratio 
Was made on the building at 360 Ashland 
boulevard, owned by L. Woltersdorf. The 
assessors’ 
perts placed it at $13,000, and on a showing 
made by the owner of its market value the 
reviewers fixed the assessment at $10,000.

Hard to Establish Such a System Be- 
cause of Different Cenditions in Re- 
mote Parts of the Country—Par-

For a number of years efforts have been 
made to bring about the adopt of a uni- 
form classification by the railroads in this 
country. At present three different freight 


western, and the southern. 

Nothing has done more to foster discrim- 
ination im through ratés than the use of dif- 
ferent classifications by the roads in the 
east, the west, and the south. So radically 
different are these classifications that it is 
almost impossible for any one but an expert 
railroad official to figure out what rate 
should be made on freight going from east- 
ern into western or southern territory. The 
official classification which is used by the 
roads east of Chicago and St. Louis ts di- 
vided into six classes, while the western 
classification has ten classes. 


Why Reform Is Delayed. 


The question of unifying the three freight 

classifications figured prominently at the 
recent convention of railroad commission- 
ers. The committee on this subject re- 
ported in favor of a: single classification 
and declared that the reform had been de- 
layed, first, by the inability of the carriers 
to agree upon a common plan, and, second, 
to the increasing disposition of carriers to 
advance rates by making changes in their 
classifications. 
There was some opposition to the report 
and considerable interest was aroused by 
an address by T. C. Powell, freight traffic 
manager of the Southern railway. His prin- 
cipal arguments in opposition were, first, the 
diversity of conditions'in different parts of 
the country which would make it difficult 
to fix upon a scheme which would satisfy 
all shippers; second, the difficulty of per- 
fecting an organization which would prop- 
erly administer the system. The principal 
opposition on the part of the railroad com- 
missioners came from the south. 


Texas Railway Purchase Stands. 


Official denial is given to the report that 
the purchase of a half interest in the Houston 
and Texas Central, the Houstoh and East 
and West Texas, and the Houston and 
Shreveport by the Rock Island company from 
the Southern Pacific had been canceled. Itis 
stated that all the contracts in the transfer 
of these properties have been signed. Actual 
payment for the roads has not yet been made, 
but this is a fiscal and not a legal matter. 
The Texas railroad commission has ruled 
against the deal. This ruling will be disre- 
garded, with the intention of bringing the 
question before the Supreme court of the 
United States. 

The Nickel Plate’s statement for the quar- 
ter ended on June 30 does not make so good 
a showing as was expected. There remains 
a surplus of $176,691, but this is $11,980 less 
than the surplus of the same period of last

BET ON JEFFRIES} 


Cornishman Backs the Cliam- 
pion with a $10,000 Cer- 
tified Check. 


CORBETT IS EXAMINED. 


Physician Says He's Perfectly 
Sound and Healthy—‘Jeff” 
Breaks Camp Today. 


[BY SILER.) 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 11.—[{Special.]— 
Fitzsimmons was on a “toot’’ this after- 
nooh, and while drinking got into an argu- 
ment on the fight with rge Webster, 
stage manager of a local theater, which 
ended by ‘Bob betting $10,000 on Jeff to 
$8,000 by Webster on the Corbett end. The 
bet was made in certified checks, with Luke 
Kelly as stakeholder. The bet may not 
go” after “ Fitz’ sobers up. 

Tommy Ryan this morning opened a school 
of instruction for Sam Berger, Yank Kenny, 
and Prof. Dare, who will agsist Ryan in 
handling Corbett between rounds at the 
fight. The instructions consisted of wield- 
ing towels and other important matters per- 
taining to the handling of a fighter between 
sessions. 

The school will be held every afternoon 
and evening until Friday morning, at which 
time the pupils will have their respective 
duties so well learned they will, it is ex- 
pected, move like a piece of oiled machinery. 

“ 4im is going against a big, husky, hard 
hitting man,” said Ryan, explaining the rea- 
son for schooling the seconds. ‘‘ As Jim will 
be compelled to keep moving fast to avoid be- 
ing hit he will tire soon and will need every 
second of that minute's rest. We are not 
overlooking anything to win and will have 
Jim, if possible, finish each round near his 
own corner. By so doing he will save many 
steps, which in a long contest is important.”’ 


“Yank” Kenney as a Model, 


Besides putting the seconds through a 
course of sprouts, Ryan is also giving Cor- 
bett daily privage half hour sessions on how 
to conduct himself during the battle. In 
these private séances Tommy is imparting 
to his pupil Jeffries’ weak and strong pots 
and how to take advantage of one and avoid 
the other. Big, lumbering *‘ Yank ’’ Kenny 
impersonates Jeffries in the boxing tilts. He 
is made to assume the champion’s noted 
crouch and if, during the action, he attempts 
to assume an upright position he is called 
down by either Corbett or Ryan. 

Kenny’s attack consists mainly of long left 
hooks and swings, which Corbett either 
blocks, slips inside, or counters with left or 
right as openings present themselves. By 
this kind of work the ex-champion hopes to 
acquire the knowledge to offset anything the 
champion may bring into execution. 


Corbett’s Plan of Battle. 


Speaking of his plans of battle Corbeit 
said: ‘I will fight along careful lines to 
avoid being hit, even at the expense of not 
scoring points myself. I hope by so doing I 
will tire him trying to catch me. Of course I 
will not overlook a good opportunity to hit 
him, provided I see a chance to escape a re- 
turn blow. Iam strong, can hit pretty hard 
when I have him weary, and will take a 
chance to slug with him. I may, early inthe 
fight, shoot in a hard one. That may keep 
him guessing, and, perhaps, fearful of getting 
too close. If I can do that the rest will be 
easy. They have got him a 1 to 2 favorite, 
when the betting, to my way of thinking, 
should be even. I have two chances of win- 


ning, by a knockout or on points, while he. 


has only one—to knock me out.”’ 

One favorable feature about Corbett is 
that he is not worrying as in his prior fights. 
He has nothing to lose and‘ everything to 
gain. Corbett is hovering around the 185 
pound notch and expects to go into the ring 
weighing about 186. 

There was a big crowd at his training quar- 
ters today, but the ex-champion cut his work 
down to four rounds of shadow boxing with. 
Berger, tn which the latter, without gloves, 
chased Jim all over the ring with feints and 
bluff leads. Four pulling, tugging rounds 
with Kenny were wound up with five sHnutes 
of fast bag punching.

COMMITTEE ARRANGES FOR A. A. 
U. CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


Janior and Senior Events Will Be Held 
July'3 and 4 and Will Consist of 
Sprint and Distance Runs, Hurdles, 
High and Broad Jumps, Weight, 
Hammer, and Discus Throwing— 
Committees Appointed in Different 
‘Sections te Arouse Local Interest. 


St. Louis, Mo,, Aug. 11.—The Olympic 
games executive committee, at its second 
day’s meeting, decided to have the following 
events in the A. A. U. junior and senior 
championships on July 3 and 4: 100 and 200 
yards dashes; 440 yards, 880 yards, And 2 
and 5 mile runs; 120 and 220 yards hurdles, 
pole vault, high and broad jumps, throw- 
ing 56 pound weight, throwing 16 pound’ 
hammer, putting 16 pound ant. and throw- 
ing the discus. 

The all around championship events for 
July 4 will be the 100 yards run, putting the 
16 pound shot, running high jump, 880 yards 
walk, throwing the 16 pound hanimer, pole 
vault, 120 yards hurdle, throwing the 56 
pound weight, running broad jump, and mile 
run, 


Cross Country Championship. 

The distance for the cross country cham- 
pionship will be eight miles, one mile on the 
track in the arena before going out in the 
country, six miles across country, and a mile 
to finish on the track.

| INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The Commercial West, which estimates 
the wheat crop of the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota at 147,100,000 bu and the crop of the 
country at 645.000,000 bu, or 30,000,000 bu 
less than its estimate of the crop of 1902, 
says in explanation of its low figures for 
the yield in the northwest: 

“ The wheat production of the three north- 
west states for 1908 is 28,000,000 bu less than 
in 1902, on the basis of this estimate. This 
reduction is in part due to a decrease of 
acreage and in part to a decrease of aver- 
age yield. The acreage: decrease is about 
800,000, which, on the basis of the comput- 
ed average yield this year, is equaj to 10,- 
000,000 bu; the decrease in average of yield 
is equivalent to 1.36-bu @n acre, or about 17,- 
000.000 bu, a total of 28,000,000 bu. The 
amount of old wheat carried over to the new 
crop is estimated at 8,000,000 bu less than 
for the previous year, or 7,000,000 bu, thus 
reducing the available northwest supply to 
30,000,000 bu less than last year. The feature 
of interest in the northwest crop this year 
is the loss of wheat acreage. The total is 
computed here at 800,000 acres less than last 
year. The difficulty of arriving at a satis- 
factory conclusion on this point {s admitted, 
but these figures are believed to be con- 
servative and safe. The reduction of 1,000,- 
000 acres last year is fully sustained by the 
distribution. The northwest was at a maxi- 
mum of wheat acreage in 1899 when the na- 
tional census was taken at about 14.600.000 
acres in the three states. It is believed to 
be fully within the facts to say that the 
northwest has decreased 2,000,000 acres in 
four years, or 13 per cent. Results may 
show that the decrease has exceeded this, 
The decrease in wheat has been offset by 
increased seeding of barley, oats, macaroni, 
flax, and corn. There is a full grain 
acreage. The decrease of thé northwest 
wheat acreage becomes a serious matter 
for milling interests, especially in view of 
the fact that it is likely to remain on a de- 
creased basis until the price of wheat is 
advanced to a point that will force farmers 
out of diversified farming back to wheat rais 
ing. The northwest states have raised as 
high as 220,000,000 bu of wheat, but for a 
half dozen years there has been a steady de- 
crease, until this year the crop falls almost 
to the level of 1900, when ft was 140,000.000. 
That the law of demand is at work in rela- 
tion to price is shown by its recent steady 
advance. Ten years have passed since the 
world’s fair, and in this decade there has 
come an increase of population that de- 
mands 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 bu more of 
wheat for bread than was used previously, 
while other new forms of consumption per- 
haps calls for as much more, such forms as 
breakfast foods. cattle feeding, and new ex- 
port fields like Africa and China.” 


The London Statist in its issue of Aug. 
1, after viewing with some alarm the un- 
favorable rainy weather then prevalent in 
England and France and the serious effect 
it would have on the wheat yield if con- 
tinued through harvest, discusses the Amer- 
ican crop prospect and probable European 
import requirements as follows: “It is 
therefore becoming highly prebable that the 
total crop in the United States may not 
exceed the 675,000,000 bu reaped last year, in 
which case the export surplus would not ex- 
ceed 200,000,000 bu, as compared with 205.- 
000,000 actually exported in the last twelve 
months. This is important to note, because 
it is probable that the European require- 
ments in the forthcoming season will ex- 
ceed those of the last twelve months, 
large though the latter have been. A 
preliminary survey of the probable crops of 
the various countries, indeed, reveals the 
the 
importing countries in the forthcoming sea- 
s0n may reach the enormous total of 500.- 
000,000 bu, as compared with 510,000,000 bu 
actually imported in the last twelve months. 
These figures are extraordinarily large, and 
a few years ago could not have been dreamed 
of. One reason for the increase im the last 
year is to be found fn the dearness of po- 
tatoes, and another has been the increase 
in the price of meat; but, apart from these 
causes, it is clear that the genera] consump- 
tion of wheaten bread both on the continent 
and America is increasing. Early inthe sea- 
son just closing—viz.: last August, few of 
the recognized authorities expected that the 
importing countries would need more than 
482,000,000 bu, and as the world's wheat 
production was known to be large, low prices 
were anticipated The result. as we now 
find it, is that 510,000,000 bu haye been im- 


rted, and prices of foreign wheat are about 
ts per qr higher than at this time last 
year. The present sentiment in the wheat 
market is bne of confidence in at least the 
maintenance of the present jevel of values 
because of the large requirements above 
shown, whilet with a wet August, as we 
have already said, a smart advance may be 
expected.”” With the prospect in this coun- 
try reduced to 635,000,000 bu the Statist 
may find additional reason for expecting 
higher prices. 

While the popular interpretation of the 
government condition figures for the Da- 
kotas and Minnesote suggests a yield for 
the three states of about 167,000,000 bu, or 
20,000,000 bu over the Jones figures, it is 
probable the two reports have performed 
one serviee, that of retiring permanently to 
the shelf the estimates of a 200,000,000 bu 
crop for the three states which were be- 
ing issued more or less frequently a few 
days ago. The Duluth Commercial Record 
estimates the crop at 176,866,000 bu. Sta- 
tisticlan B. F. Howard has not made an esti- 
mate yet, but it is understood he expects his 
returns to show a higher figure.

CoNateral Offered in One Case Consist- 
ed Entirely of Railroad Bonds, Old 
7 Per Cent Iesues of the Chicago and 
Northwestern System Included—Lo- 
cal Institutions Hold Off for the Fall 
Demand—Chairman Green Says Bis- 
cult Earnings Exceed Last Year. 


Two exceptional loans have been offered 
in Chicago by New York houses without 
being able to secure funds. One was 
$1,000,000 at 5% per cent for six months. 
The feature of the loan was the collateral 
offered. This was exclusively bonds of the 
highest grade, one issue being old under- 
lying Chicago and Northwestern railroad 7 
per cents. Other collateral was almost 
equally good, being securities which are

But while local banks considered the col- 
lateral and rate extremely attractive they 
declined to make the loan, saying it was 
necessary to keep loans down in anticipation 
of home demands later in the season. 

Another New York house tried to borrow 
$1,000,000 for six months at 6 per cent with 
railroad bonds d railroad stocks as col- 
lateral. No industrials were offered. This 
loan also could not be negotiated, although 
6 per cent is .the highest price paid for 
money and the collatéral offered was high 
class. 

The significance of the first loan lies in 


the character of the collateral. It looks as. 


if some bond house is in need of funds. 
Ordinary commission houses do not have 
that quantity of bonds on hand for use in 
making loans. | 


National Biscuit Earnings. 

In an Official statement yesterday in con- 
nection with the declaration of the regular 
quarterly dividends on’ the preferred and 
common stocks of the National Biscuit com- 
pany, A. W. Green, chairman of-the board 
of directors, made the following announce- 
ment concerning the business of the com- 
pany: 

“The sales of biscuit for the quarter just 
ended exceeded the eales for the correspond- 
ing quarter last year. The profits were sat- 
isfactory, showing a substantial surplus over 
dividend requirements.”’

The item had caused 
much comment because It formed a large part 
of the company’s earnings as repo , and 
without it the amount actually paid in divi- 
dends was much greater than the net earn- 
ings. It is admitted now that the company 
did *‘ mark up’ two ofits properties to figuyes 
which it claims were justified by the incdme 
producing power of the properties. The offi- 
cers of the company deliberately state that 
they consider the company justified in re- 
garding e excess shown in these higher 
valuations as profita and applicable to divi- 
dends. 

People interested:in large industrial com- 
panies, in view of these facts, are asking 
whether safety in their management does hot 
lie in the principle that the payment of divi- 
dends should be made out of surplus earnings 
alone, and whether such a policy, universally 
adopted, would not restore confidence in the 
industrial stocks. Stockholders cannot ex- 
amine too closely into the sources of their 
dividend funds."’

WEATHER IN NORTHERN STATES 
Is FAR FROM SATISFACTORY. 


Rains Fairly Well Distribated, but 
Many Sections Still Need Moistuare— 
Corn Making Progress in Most Parts 
of the Country—Warmth Wanted in 
a Number of the States to Develop 
the Grain—Favorable Progress in 

Harvesting Reported. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.J— 
Following is the official weekly crop report 
issued today by the agricultural department: 

The northern districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, as in the preceding week, have 
experienced temperatures too low for rapid 

. growth and maturity of crops, but elsewhere 
, the temperature has been favorable. The 
rains have been general and well distrib- 
uted, as a whole, but limited areas in south 
atiantic and gulf states and portions of 
fhe upper Ohio and low Missouri valleys con- 
tinue to need rain. 

The west gulf coast districtsand southeast 
Minnesota have suffered from excessive | 
rains, and cloudy and rainy weather has 
beén unfavorable for farm work in New Eng- 
jend and the middie Atlantic states. Wea- 
Gaer conditions on the Pacific coast have 
been favorable, especially for harvesting in 
Oregon and Washington. 

Corn is making favorable progress in the 
central] and western portions of the corn belt, 
but in the upper Ohio valley and the middle 
Atlantic states the outlook is less promising. 
While improvement has been general in the 
states of the Missouri and Upper Mississippi 
valley in the more northerly portions of these 
states the crop is in need of warmth. 


Rains Check Wheat Harvest. : 
' Rains have checked the progress of the | 
spring wheat harv mY which, however, is 
now general] throughout the spring wheat 
region. Im North Dakota the weather has 
been favorable for the development of late 
grain, while in southern Minnesota rust, 
@y, and chinch bugs have seriously affect- 
ed the crop. The harvest is advancing rap- 
Sdly in Oregon, and will soon begin in Wash- 

ington. 

The oat harvest is nearly finished, ‘except 
in New York, where it has just begun. Re- 

ports generally indicate that the yields are 


disappointing. 
Generally cotton has made favorable prog- 


ress, but it continues unusually late. Some 
complaints of rust are received from South 
’ Carolina, Florida, and Mississippi, but as 
: @ rule littite complaint of rust or shedding 
is reported. The crop has made good growth 
throughout the belt, and generally jis well 
fruited. No picking is reported, and it is esti- 
mated that this work wll not be general in 
Texas before Sept. 1. 
, In Pennsylvania and New England tobac- 
co is In need of sunshine and warmth, and 
im «aio its condition is only fair, but else- 
the crop is doing well. 
' lowa, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky, Ten- 
nm ee, Virginia, and Maryland the outlook 
} i . apples ranges from fair to good. In New 
York less than an average crop is promised; 
elsewhere the crop is light. 
The soil is generally in fine condition for 
plowing for fall seeding, and favorable prog- 
ress with this work has been made.
